THE OLD LOG SCHOOL HOUSE. 


The first actual citizens of the town 


of Bedford were some of General 
Forbes' army in 175S. From that time 
up to 17So, when this school house was 
built, there were doubtless, schools 
kept and taught by teachers in their 
own houses. But it is ejuite certain 
that this sohoo.^iouse was the first 
one in the town anel probably in tbe 
county of Bedford, anel it was built 
two years after tbe acknowledgment 
of the inelependence of our nation. I 
am indebted to Eoss A. Hickok, Esej., 
of Harrisburg, for a number of old 
documents which throw a great deal 
of light on the subject. 
Among these 


papers is the following subscription 
list of money to defray tbe expenses 
of the log school house. 
On August 


23, 17S5, the following subscription pa- 
per was elrawn up and signed by the 
following named persons, to wit: "We, 
tbe subscribers, do hereby promise and 
engage to pay into the hands of Sam- 
uel Davidson for tbe use of buileling a 
school in the town of Bedford, the re- 
spective sums annexed to our names,

I infer that the house was built with 


logs as Charles Ruby was paid for 4 
bouse logs, and James Anelerson was 
paid for hewing 54 logs; John Andrew 
May was paid for cjuarrying five loads 
of stones 
There is no mention of a 


single brick in tbe account. The lo- 
cality of the building is not given, but 
I am of the ODinin tbat it was on lot 
Xo. 1&3 at the junction of I'itt and 
Thomas streets, where the little brick 
school, now occupied by Mr. Stoner, 
stands. My reasons for ibis belief are 
that this lot was reserved by the 
Penn's for school purposes, and that 
the large lime-stone spring, which was 
also reserved to the borough, was only 
about fifty yards from the school house 


I have also a curious diary, which 


was kept by William Peerce, uho 
taught from June 10, loOO, to February 
23, 1S04, in which is given tbe names 
of scholars when present and when ab- 
sent, when be was absent and the 
cause of his absence, anel the condition 
of the weather. 
From his frequent 


visits to Hagerstown I infer that he 
was from tbat place. 


The present brick school house was 


erected many years prior to 13-S, for I 
then attended school in it, and it had 
the appearance of an old building.

President Recommends Federal Inspection 


of Chicago Packing Houses. 


In a sp' eif.1 messap1" t*an-,m,tt3d to 


cone-ess on Morday President Rocie- 
velt urmsreifu'lp scores the Chicago 
packing htusea and r, commands that 
laws be enacted rtq'iiring federal in 
spection. The message was B ccompun- 
ied by the report of the commission 
appointed to make the inspection 


Tbe president said in part: 


'•I submit tVe report to you now 


beeau-te it shows the urgent need 
of immediate action by the c:n- 
gress in the direction of providing 
ft drastic and thoroughgoing in- 
spection by the federal govern- 
ment of all stockyards and packing 
houses snl of thair products, so 
far SB tbe latter eiter into inter- 
sUti or foreign commerce. The 
conditions shown by even this 
short inspection to exist in the 
Ch'csgo stcrckyards nre revolting 
It is imperatively necessary in the 
interest of health aad of decency 
tbst ih*y shonld 
bo radically 


changed. Under the existing law 
it is wholly impossible to secure 
satisfactory recuHs. 


" The report shows thst the 


stackyards and packing homes 
are not 
oven knpt 
reasonably 


clean, and that the method of 
hardline and preparing food pro- 
ducts is uucle&nly and dangerous 
to hes'th. The present law pro- 
hibits the shipment of uninspected 
meats to foreign countries, but 
thsre is no pr< v sion fo> bidding 
thesipn. n of uninspfe'ed meaU 
in interstate commerce, aud thns 
the 
avPBues of interetsta com- 


merce are left rprn to trsffic in 
diseasei o' spoiled meats, 


"I urge the immediate enact- 


ment iuto ]a<v of provis'ona which 
will enable the department of ag- 
riculture adequately to inspect the 
moat and matt food products en 
tering into interstate commerce 
aid to supervise the methods oi 
preparing the otme, and to pre- 
scriba the sanitary corditions un- 
der wh'ch tha wcrk shall be p?r- 
formed "

Gazette Correspondent Tells of Trip To 


Montana, 


BDTTE, MOM , Jane 4 —It is imps s- 


sible to measure or comprehend this 
country in a single week. There are 
but few industries here but the few 
are ran on such a broad scale and 
wide gauge that it keep? a tender-f not 
guessing what he will enconEtar nrxt 
My wife arid I were taking a drive 
with friends through the mouBtnius 
new the headwaters cf the Missouri 
river where we four.d a cattle r~ncb 
extending for seven miles along the 
stream, one field containing 12,800 
acres where three thousand fat, sleek 
cattle were feeding. 
The grass WES 


short, very short, and the country ex- 
tremely rough and rocky, but evident- 
ly well adapted to the cittle industry. 


We saw two different bands of four 


hundred head each being loaded at 
Red Rock for the Seattle market, the 
freight being about the same as to 
Chicigo. The cattle were fed on wild 
hay and were in fine condition. 


The Big Hole basin t.nd Horssprar- 


rie are two of the b;st beef producing 
poinls in the state, as they are es- 
pecially adapted to the cattle industry 
The sheep industry is of no sma'l im- 
portance in this fa-t of Montana, as 
there is much range that is impossible 
for the cattle to reacb. 


It snowed every day for a week. On 


the 16tb of May we were caught in one 
of the worst snow storms I have ex- 
perienced this year. We were at an 
elevation of over six thouiand feet, 
while down in the villey the suo 
shone bright and warm. A fur-lined 
straw hat wou'.d be quite appropriate 
for this country. 


The old time fraighter has crossed 


the Great Divide. At Bed Bock we 
found a modern freighting 
outfit, 


three eara and an engine thit hauled 
45 tons of freight on a comtnoi moun- 
tain road at four miles an hoar. 


The people we were visiling have 


five hundred head of well-bred cattle, 
mostly cows, yet they buy their buttsr 
at thirty cents a pound end send 
twenty-five miles after cream for their 
coffee. 


All fruit and vegetables are shipped 


in from Utah, from two to three hun- 
dred miles distant. Oits produces a 
mammoth crop ol

Almost 


everything is different from that found 
in the east, yet it is in the people that 
we find the greatest center of interest. 
They have come from every state in 
the union and from every country on 
the face of the earth, bring'ng with 
them the peculiarities and notions of 
their section of ciuntry, bringing with 
them an aggressive industry, unsatis- 
fied ambitions and eeger desire to bet- 
ter their condition, and with p^c'* 
and energy that laughs at impossibili- 
ties and that will not recogniza fail- 
ure.

amusement. The first thing that at- 
tracts the notice of the stranger is the 
absence of trees and foliaga in this 
mountain mining camp. A few lawns 
and shrubs may te found sfter diligent 
search. 
Grass is almost unknown in 


Butte. But a street car trip of twenty 
minutes will take one to a delightful 
canyon under the shadow of the top 
most peak of the Rocky mountiine. 


The city ia unique in that by the 


side of the modern business block or 
handsome dwelling stands the little 
old log cabin with its single door and 
window and dirt roof. Oaa may see 
on the corner a splendid businsss block 
or modern home, and on another cor- 
ner of the same block a grim, unsight- 
ly hoist standing over a shaft out of 
which the ore is being delivered and 
borne away on immense wagons, or 
by cars on the electric car line to the 
smelters located on the outskirts of 
the city. 


The Butte Electric Rsilroad Co. has 


twenty-five miles of track in operation 
For a-five cent fare a cortinuona ride 
of five miles can ba had emb-acing the 
entire limit of Butta end giving a 
glimpse of all of the leading mines 
and smelters. 


Watar for the supply of tha city of 


Butte is taken from the Big Hole 
river, a tributary o! the Missouri 
which has its sourea in the mountain 
range which divides the states of Mon- 
tana and IJaho. The water of this 
river which should naturally flow into 
the Atlantic ocean, is pumpad over the 
main continental divide to a heighth 
of 840 feet, supplying the inhabitants 
of Butte on the Pacific slope of the 
Rocky mountains.

To m»ny readers of THK GAZETTE 


doubtless it may seem somewhat pre- 
sumptuous on my part, being a resi- 
dent of a st«t5 which so recently wss 
»p»rtof the "wild »nd wooly west", 
and which his only for the fa-it seven- 
teen years claimed title to statehood, 
to set forth onr yet Incomplete school 
systim in eompa-ison with the old 
established system of Pt nnsylvinii; 
bat nevertheless I truly believe that 
even Pennsylvania might profit by 
some ol the excellent phases of the 
logical and practical educational sys- 
tem of the greatest state of the north- 
west. 


From the kindergarten through the 


grades, high school and university, 
there is an unbroken succession, to 
that a pnpil from the time he is five 
years of age until he has been gradu- 
ated from the state university or 
state college, pursues his educational 
training at the expanse of tb.3 state. 


Preparatory schools are almost un- 


heard "f. Every town of any size, 
from a population o[ eight hundred 
up, his a four-je»r high school which 
prepares pupils for college, and in 
the more populous rural districts, 
union high schools are to be found, so 
that every son or daughter of Wash- 
ington is caved the expense of a pre- 
paratory or academic training. 


There is a unity among the nigh 


schools, so that the schools of the 
larger cities have only the same siand- 
ing as those of the smaller towns. The 
courses of study are uniform through- 
out the state so that a student going 
from one school to another need only 
have his credits transferred, and his 
work continues uninterrupted. 


From these four-year high schools 


the pupils enter college without an 
examination. This is made possible by 
the fact that both the state university 
and state college have a committee of 
the faculty whose duty it is to visit 
each and every high school in the state 
once a year and thus see that the 
standard of the work is miiutaincd. 


Such a system as this cannot kelp 


but bring the best of results. Of 
course it is not perfected by any 
means, but with each year's work the 
system is approaching perfection, aad 
it will not be many years until Wash- 
ington shall be able to bosit of the 
finest schools of the west.
